C. Thess objectives are to be renlized before Western rearma~ 
ment of Japan and Germany and during the absence of solidarity 
anong the UN member states, especially the U.S., Pritain 
and France. 
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2 Following the defeat of the North Korean armies by the UW Zorces, the 
Soviet Far Hast Command at Poli (Khabarovak) began to move Soviet 
troops into the Maritime Province ( ? and to prepare) for a stand in 
the Lake Bailnl Military District. During the past two months (? how 
ever) Ma~lich-so-ke-fa", the Soviet commander of the Maritine Frovince 
Military Dietriet, moved ten divisions including tank divisions, mech- 
anized infantry divisions and cavelry and artillery units into the 
Fonch’un (120-22, 42-62) area. The Far Hast Headquarters moved siz 
divisions into the general area between Moleng (130-15, 44-32) and 
Yencht (120-31, 42-85). Ten divisions were moved from Baikal to the
